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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment to the claims was given in a 
telephone interview with Bryant E. Wade, Reg. No. 40,344, on 6 January 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Claims: 

In claim 25, line 14, the phrase "light colored with each a plurality of colors of the 
color filter fonward the light reflector" has been replaced with -light colored with each of 
a plurality of colors of the color filter toward the light reflector-. 

In claim 30, line 19, the phrase "light colored with each a plurality of colors of the 
color filter fonward the light reflector" has been replaced with -light colored with each of 
a plurality of colors of the color filter toward the light reflector-. 

In claim 32, lines 5-6, the phrase "the second polarizer separafing light 
depending on a polarization direction of the light;" has been deleted. 
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In the Title: 

The title has been replaced with "LCD with diffuser having particular haze value 
and diffuser-reflector distance, and reduced parallax". 

End of examiner's amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 25-33 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose a device having the values of diffuser-reflector 
distance and haze recited in claim 25, so claim 25 is allowed. Claims 26-29 depend 
from claim 25, so they are also allowed. 

The prior art does not disclose a device having the values of diffuser-reflector 
distance and haze recited in claim 30, so claim 30 is allowed. Claims 31-33 depend 
from claim 30, so they are also allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,819,372 to Kashima discloses a back light for an LCD with a 
reflector [20] and a diffuser [16] with a specified haze value; however, the distance from 
the diffuser to the reflector is not specified, and is in fact not even a particular distance 
since the thickness of the wedge-shaped light guide [14] varies across the display, so 
that the diffuser-reflector distance varies as well.
